From the Bruffels Gazette, dated Jan. 30. 


Conftantinople, November 16. 
HE sath of this Month,the Grand Signior 
return’d hither with all his Court from 
AdrianopleS “In the Neighbourhood of 
which Place: he had {pent fome time in 
Hunting. His Highnefs, at the Inter- 
ceffion of the Minifters of the Chriftian Princes, has. 


remitted the Sums which the Catholicks in Jerufalem - 


and other Places of Paleftine were oblig’d to pay an- 


nually ; and has impos’d a Tax of 1500 Purfes of 


500 Crowns each on the Jews dwelling in bis Domi- 
nions. The Grand Vizier has fent Order to the 


Serafquier of Natolia, to march into Bulgaria with’ 


an Army of 12000 Men, to reduce the Rebels that 
are got cenmiee in the Mountains of Efchababa. The 
14th inftant, the Janifaries and Spahies quarter'd in 
this City were paid their Arrears. The Captain 
Bathaw, who, after having put 100 Pieces of Can- 
non, with Stores of Ammunition and Provifions, and 
feveral thoufand Men into the 2 Caftles built at the 
Mouth of the Straight of Kercy in the Black Sea, 
without meeting the leaft Oppofitien from the Muf- 
covites, was come with the Galleys he commands to 
the Port of Heraclia; receiv'd the News there of the 
Promotion of his moft intimate Friend to the Dignity 
of Grand Vizier, and immediately difpatch’d an Ex- 
prefsto congratulate him. Not long after, he fet fail 
frora thence to return hither, but in the Voyage was 
farpriz’d with a terrible Storm, in which he narrowly 
efeay’? perifhing ; but had the good Fortune to get 
fafe inio a {mall Port with 9 of his Galleys; 9 other 
Galleys of his Fleer, that endeavour'd to run into ano- 
ther Harbour, were driven upon Rocks and fplit in 
pieces, not a Soul of their Crews efcaping. The faid 
Captain Pafhaw is made Bafhaw of Sidon, and the 
Sultan’s Mafter of the Horie fucceeds him in the 
Command of the Fleet. We have Advice from fe- 
veral Places, that throughout Perfia great Prepara- 
tions of War are making, but for what Expedition is 
yet a Secret. 
From the Leiden Courant, dated Feb. 4. 

Conftantinople, Dec.20. Orders are given for build- 
ing and equipping new Galleys to fupply the Lofs of 
thofe that perifh’d lately in the Black Sea: Anda 
new Admiral or Captain Bafhaw is appointed to com- 
mand the Fleet. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 3. 

Lemberz, Jan. 7. The Plague with which we were 
lately vifited, has at length thanks be to God left us, 
fo that thofe Inhabitants who retir’d out of this City 
have begun to return agen. Not one Perfon has died 
here of the Plague fince the end of laft Month to this 
day. 

Pofnania, Jan. 9. King Staniflaus arriv’d here the 
2d of this Month, attended by 200 Swedifh Horfe ; 
and the next day purfued his Journey to Pruffia. 
There are but 100 Swedes garrifon’d in this Place, 
becaufe of the Scarcity of Provifions. The Emperor's 
Envoy, who went to the King of Sweden at Rawitz, 


is, “tis faid, gone from thence without having had 
Audience of him, greatly diffatisfied. 

Warfaw, Jan. 16. We have advice from Vilna, that 
15000 Men with 25 Pieces of Cannon are arriv’d 
there from Mufcovy: Part of which are to march to- 
wards, Brzele. The Advices from Cracow of the 
1oth inform us, tliat the Council of Senators that is 
to fit there to do Bufinefs when King Auguitus re- 
turns, is adjourn d to the 51h of February, by which 
Time his Majeiiy is expected. The Ambaffador of 
Mutcovy is expected to repair to the {aid Council, to 
ratify the ‘Lreaties lately concluded becrween his {aid 
Polith Majeity and the Czar of Mufcovy. 

Waifaw, jan. 20. We have confirm’d Advice from 
Lichuania, that the Number of the Mufcovite Troops 
increafes daily in that Duzchy ; infomuch that part of 
the Nobility have feat to defire King Auguftus to 
take fone Care that that Country may nor be utterly 
wafted by the great Number of Forces of that hardly 
civiliz’d Nacion. We have receiv’d Advice, that King 
Staniflaus is gone to Elbing, whither the Queen his 
Wife is to come to him from Coningsberg, 

From the Harlam Courant, dated Feb, 3: 

Drefden, Jan. 23. Yefterday the King of Poland, 
our Elector, arriv’d here from Leipfick : “Tis doubt- 
ful yet, whether his Majefty will be at Cracow by 
the 5th of February, to be prefent inthe great Coun- 
cil that is to be open’d there that day. Tis talk’d a 
Treaty of Peace is in Hand ; but if it come to no- 
thing, the King will have the enfuing Campaign 
10000 Men Saxon Foot: Moft of the Saxon Horfe 
are in Poland ; the reft with 7ooo Mufcovites are 
quarter'd in our Electorate. Commiffions are given 
out for raifing 4 new Regiments of Grenadiers. 

Berlin, Jan.24. We have Advice from Saxony,that 
there are great Hopes a: prefent of a {peedy Peace in 
Poland ; and fome prete:.c to know that 4 Minifters 
to negociate that Peace are nominated on the Part of 
the King of Sweden, viz. the Heers Rofenhal, Lic- 
ftenheym, Lagerftroom, and Fretendorf. ’Tis faid the 
Swedes propofe that Staniflaus be made King of Li- 
thuania, that Auguftus remain King of Poland, and 
that thofe two Crowns be united in the longeft Liver 
of the two. Time will thew whether there be any 
Foundation for thefe Reports. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 3. 

Hambourg, Jan. 27. Letters from Poland tell us, 
King Staniflaus is arriv’d at Elbing, and that the Car- 
dinal Primate will repair thither from Dantzick to 
confer with him. General Meyerfeld is marching 
with a Body of Swedes, to reinforce the Troops that 
are in Lithuania, in order to make Head againft the 
Mufcovites. They write from Memel, that General 
Oginski has been oblig’d to retire from the Neigh- 
bourhood of Polangen on the Approach of the 
Swedes. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 3. 

Hambourg, Jan. 29. Letters from Poland fay pofi- 
tively, that 40000 Muf@ovites are arriv’d in Lithu- 
ania, under the Command of the.Generals Reptin, 
Czeremet, Scurp, and Ren ; and that part of them 
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are mov'd near ro the Frontier of Pruffia, which does 
noc a litcle alarm the Swedes. 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated Jan. 30. 

Montpellicr, Jan. 15. The Eftates of the lower 
Languedoc continue their Seilion here,and ‘tisthought 
will not break up before the end of this Month. Bou- 
lidon, a Leader of the Camifars, has furrendred him- 
felf with 4 of his Followers arm’d, to Monfieur de la 
Haye Governour of St. Hipolite. There remains to 
be reduc’d only Claris and his Parry ; who ’tis thought 
will (oon {ubmir likewife. Three Weeks ago-a writ- 
ten Paper was found publickly affix’d in the Town 
of Vezenobre, importing, that la Combe who Medi- 
ated the Accomodation between the Marfhal de Vil- 
lars and Cavalier fhould be kill’d, and alfo. the Pavifh 
Prieft of Vezenobre; the firft for Breach of Faith and 
deferting his Brethren, the other for hisindifcreet Zeal. 
La Combe fearing thofe who affix’d that Paper would 
be as good as their Word, resir’d for fafery to this 
City ; but the Parfon ftay’d in Vezenobre, putting 
his Confidence in 4 Companies of the Regiment of 
Charolois that are quarter’d there: But it being an 
open Place, 2 or 3 defperate Fellows broke into the 
Parfon’s Houfe in the Night time, thot him with Pi- 
ftols in the Face and in the Belly, and believing him 
dead, left him and got clear off,taking with them out 
of the Houle the value of 50 Crowns. But he will 
recover of his Wounds ; his Vitals not being touch’d. 


Dublin, Jan. 22d. On the 18th Inftant came into 
Kingfale the London Galley of and for London, bur- 
then 200 Tuns, Bart. Brown Commander, laden with 
Silk, Fruit and Oy! from Leghorne, but laft frcm Gi- 
bealtar, in 24 days. Ihe Captain reports, that while 
he was in thac Bay, great Firing was made both by 
the Befiegers and Betieged of Gibraltar ; and that 
Sir John Leake with his Squadron is gone out of 
the Bay to Lisbon,having left only her Majefty’s Ships 
the Lark and Garland in the Bay. 
from Beer-Haven, that one of her Majefty’s Ships of 
War has taken a French Man of War of 30 Guns and 
150 Men ; of which 30 were kill'd inthe Action.
